FOLLOWING IS TEXT OF OMNIBUS DRAFT RES ON OUTER SPACE 
WORKED OUT 10 OCT BY INFORMAL COMITE CONSIDTING OF US, UK, SOVS, 
GDR, FRG, INDONESIA, INDIA, PAKISTAN, CANAD, BRAZIL, ARGENTINA, 
JAPAN, ROMANIA, AND AUSTRIA. PARA 22(BIS) STILL UNDER 
DISCUSSION BETWEEN INDIA, AND PAKISTAN WITH CHAIRMAN AND 
IS DISCUSSED STEPTEL. 

TEXT FOLLOWS: 

THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY , 

RECALLING ITS RESOLUTION 3 182(XXVIII) OF 18 DECMEBER 1973, 

HAVING CONSIDERED THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE 
PEACEFUL USES OF OUTER SPACE, 

REAFFIRMING THE COMMON INTEREST OF MANKIND IN FURTHERING 
THE EXPLORATION AND USE OF OUTER SPACE FOR PEACEFUL PURPOSES, 

RECALLING ITS RESOLUTION 1721 B (XVI) OF 20 DECEMBER 1961, 
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IN WHICH IT EXPRESSED THE BELIEF THAT THE UNITED NATIONS SHOULD 
PROVIDE A FOCAL POINT FOR INTERNATIONAL CO-OPERATION IN THE 
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PEACEFUL EXPLORATION AND USE OF OUTER SPACE, 

REAFFIRMING ITS BELIEF THAT THE BENEFITS DERIVING FROM 
SPACE EXPLORATION CAN BE EXTENDED TO STATES AT ALL STAGES OF 
ECONOMIC AND SCIENTIFIC DEVELOPEMENT 

IF MEMBER STATES CONDUCT THEIR SPACE PROGRAMMES WITH A VIEW 
TO PROMOTING MAXIMUM INTERNATIONAL CO-OPERATION, INCLUDING 
THE WIDEST POSSIBLE EXCHANGE OF INFORMATION IN THIS FIELD, 

AND EXPANSION OF INTERNATIONAL PROGRAMMES FOR THE PRACTICAL 
APPLICATIONS OF SPACE TECHNOLOGY TO DEVELOPMENT; 

REAFFIRMING THE IMPORTANCE OF INTERNATIONAL CO-OPERATION 
IN DEVELOPING THE RULE OF LAW IN THE PEACEFUL EXPLORATION 
AND USE OF OUTER SPACE; 

1. ENDORSES THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE PEACEFUL 
USES OF OUTER SPACE; 

2. INVITES STATES WHICH HAVE NOT YET BECOME PARTIES 

TO THE TREATY ON PRINCIPLES GOVERNING THE ACTIVITIES OF 
STATES IN THE EXPLORATION AND USE OF OUTER SPACE, INCLUDING 
THE MOON AND OTHER CELESTIAL BODIES, THE AGREEMENT ON THE 
RESCUE OF ASTRONAUTS, AND RETURN OF ASTRONAUTS AND THE 
RETURN OF OBJECTS LAUNCHED INTO OUTER SPACE AND THE CONVENTION 
IN INTERNATIONAL LIABILITY FOR DAMAGE CAUSED BY SPACE OBJECTS 
TO GIVE EARLY CONSIDERATION TO RATIFYING OR ACCEDING TO 
THOSE INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENTS, SO THAT THEY MAY HAVE THE 
BROADEST POSSIBLE EFFECT; 

3. NOTES WITH SATISFACTION THAT THE COMMITTEE ON THE 
PEACEFUL USES OF OUTER SPACE HAS COMPLETED THE TEXT OF THE 
DRAFT CONVENTION ON REGISTRATION OF OBJECTS LAUNCHED INTO 
OUTER SPACE; 

4. NOTES THAT, IN RESPONDING TO THE REQUEST OF THE 

GENERAL ASSEMBLY, THE LEGAL SUB-COMMITTEE OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON THE PEACEFUL USES OF OUTER SPACE AND THE COMMITTEE ITSELF 
HAVE ACHIEVED FURTHER PROGRESS TOWARDS THE COMPLETION OF THE 
DRAFT TREATY RELATING TO THE MOON; 
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5. RECOMMENDS THAT THE LEGAL SUB-COMMITTEE SHOULD 
CONSIDER ON THE SAME LEVEL OF HIGH PRIORITY AT ITS 14TH 
SESSION

EXPRESSED ON THE SUBJECT, INCLUDING PROPOSALS FOR DRAFT 
INTERNATIONAL INSTRUMENTS; 

6. ALSO RECOMMENDS THAT THE LEGAL SUB-COMMITTEE SHOULD 
CONSIDER AT THE SESSION, AS TIME PERMITS, MATTERS RELATING 
TO THE DEFINITIONS AND/OR DELIMITATION OF OUTER SPACE AND 
OTHER OUTER SPACE ACTIVITIES; 

7. NOTES WITH APPRECIATION THE USEFUL WORK CARRIED OUT 

BY THE WORKING GROUP ON DBS AT ITS FIFTH SESSION, INTER ALIA, 

IN FACILITATING THE WORK OF THE LEGAL SUBCOMMITTEE IN ELABOR 
ATING PRINCIPLES GOVERNING THE USE BY STATES OF ARTIFICIAL 
EARTH SATELLITES FOR DIRECT TELEVISION BROADCASTING; 

8. RECOMMENDS THAT THE COMMITTEE ON THE PEACEFUL USES

TO FIND APPROPRIATE PATTERNS FOR THE POSSIBLE INTERNATIONAL 
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ORGANIZATION OF AN OPERATIVE REMOTE SENSING SYSTEM OR SYSTEMS, 
THE DECISION OF THE OUTER SPACE COMMITTEE THAT THE 
SECRETARY-GENERAL SHOULD UNDERTAKE STUDIES ON THE ORGANI- 
ZATIONAL AND FINANCIAL REQUIREMENTS OF GLOBAL AND REGIONAL 
CENTRES FOR REMOTE SENSING; 

13. ENDORSES THE OPINION THAT FURTHER STUDIES BY THE

REPORT OF THE SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNICAL SUB-COMMITTEE, 

AND RECOMMENDS THE CONTINUING DEVELOPMENT OF THE PROGRAMME, 
TAKING ESPECIALLY INTO ACCOUNT THE NEEDS OF THE DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES; 

18. NOTES WITH APPRECIATION THAT SEVERAL MEMBERS STATES 
HAVE OFFERED EDUCATIONAL AND TRAINING FACILITIES, UNDER 
UNITED NATIONS SPONSORSHIP, IN THE PRACTICAL APPLICATION 
OF SPACE TECHNOLOGY AND DRAWS THE ATTENTION OF MEMBER
